Pineapple Divinity: Cook one-half 
cup shredded Hawaiian pineapple 
and three tab’esjxjons sugar to a 
thick jam, 22$°. 
Mix two cups 
sugar, one-half cup water and one- 
eigiith teaspoon 1 learn of tartar, and 
boil to 26o°. 
Just before this tem- 
I* rature is attained, add the pine­ 
apple jam. continuing the boiling to 
the 260° point. 
Beat one egg white 
stiff, then add hot syrup very slowly, 
stirring constantly, and beating till 
it is stiff and will hold its shape. 
Add one-fourth cup chopped mara­ 
schino cherries, and pour into but­ 
tered pans.*
